GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


Gentlemen of the Council and 
House of Representatives : 

The people of’ this Territory have great reason to 
thank the great God of the Universe for the blessings of 
the year now about closing. While pestilence has been 
abroad in the land, we have enjoyed health in an unusual 
degree; our fields have yielded plentiful harvests; our 
herds have been more secure than in years past from the 
savage Indians; and the indications of improvement and 
progress are manifest in almost every part of the Terri- 
tory. . 
While the condition of our Territory as a whole is gra- 
tifying, there is still great need of additional efforts on the 
part of qur people to secure the development of our ma- 
terial resources—improve society, enforce our laws, en- 
courage education, and additional legislation is required 
at your hands, either by the passage of new laws, or 
amending some of the laws now in force, to make them 
harmonize with the condition of things as they uow exist. 
I will give you my views fully from time to time, as ques- 
tions may arise during your session,-and will aid . and 
co-operate with you in every way possible to perfect our 
laws, and to do everything else within our province that 
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will-:mure to,the general ‘benefit of the people of the Ter- 
ritory. 

Confidence in, and good will toward.each other are ne- 
cessary auxiliaries to the accomplishment of any great 
good. Candor and good temper in-your discussions to- 
gether with a proper regard for the opinions of your fel- 
low members, are prerequisites necessary :to-the accom- 
plishment of just.and useful legislation. “In-this Territo- 
ry we‘have no national politics to annoy or divide us— 
our differences are entirely local. Our people are all 
loyal to the Government ‘under which we live, and from 
whom we claim and receive protection. ‘We have no vote 
in the legislative councils of the nation. We are recogniz- 
ed and regarded by the Government as minor children 
and are in duty bound to obey the mandates of our ‘parent | 
government, which has been for the past twenty years 
watching over us with paternal care and anxiety ; and by 
our obedience and good will towards the parent, we sin- 
cerely hope to be able through our delegate in Congress, 
to make our wants known to the general Government, and 
so secure for ourselves through Congress andthe Presi- 
dent, such legislation and appropriations as are necessary 
for the permanent development of our vast mineral, agri- 
cultural and stock- growing resources ;—unequaled in rich- 
ness by any part of the public domain of the Government 
of the United States. 

The object of all legislation should be for the general 
good of the entire people, and not for any particular lo- 
cality : equal and exact justice to the high and low of every 
locality, is required and demanded at your hands; I have 
no doubt each and every class and locality, will receive 
their full share of public favor from your honorable bodies.

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EDUCATION. 


; Intelligence.and civil liberty are“inseparable. “No peo- 
, ple canibe oppressed, who understand their natural and 
: inalienable rights. Keep a people in ignorance, or con- 
“fine intelligence to a- elass, andthe few~will rule the many 
The proceeds of the’ honest _toil and labor of the masses, 
will be absorbed by those who have the intelligence united 
„with craft, for their own profit. Diffuse intelligence among 
the masses in any State or Territory, and enterprise pro- 
_ gression, elevation, refinement, wealth and happiness, 
-will be the result. On the contrary, withhold it, and 
: ignorance, degradation, rudeness, poverty and wretched- 
ness, will prevail. The history of all nations, in every 
. age fully establishes this‘fact. We need not go beyond 
z that of our own country, of -which this Territory forms a 
.component yet dependent -part, for an illustration. No ° 
.sooner had we become a distinct, separate nation, than 
. our leading .statesmen, with broad, far-reaching views, 
that will convey their names with honor to:the latest ge- 
nerations, endeavored early and faithfully.to carry out 
«the two great precepta : 


First; to make the .safety anél interest of their fellow 
citizens the-great aim and design of all their -thoughts 
xand actions, without even considering their own personal 
, advantages. 

‘‘Second:; so to take care of de whole collective body 
.of the Republic as not to serve the interests of one part 
-of the country to -the prejudiee or neglect of the rest;; 
for the government of a State or Territory, is much 

-like :the position of .a guardian or trustee, which 
„should always be managed for the good of the pupil, and 
mot of the person. to slau it is entrusted ; and these men. 
who whilst they.take care of the one, pegle or. disregard 
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y another part of the c itizens, do but occasion sedition and 
discord. . 

To accomplish these, they labored to educate the masses 
by inaugurating free schools, under a free school system, 
that every child might have the benifit of a good educa- 
tion. l 

Now, after more than three-quarters ofa century’s- 
experience, the civilized world witnesses the good result. 
The United States, to-day, occupies the foremost rank 
of all nations for everything that can elevate.a people in 
wealth; power and dignity. It is not assuming too much. 
to say that this is owing in a great measure, under Pro- 
vidence, to the system of free schools, in which the poor: 
man’s child sits beside the rich man’s son, being educated: 
in those branches that develop the mind and qualify for 
occupying any position in our free country, even to the 
highest office within the gift of the people,—The Presi- 
dency of this great and powerful country. ` 
Without refering to examples from foreign countries,. 
‘which every intelligent man can do for himself, take any 
one of the States now composing the Federal Union of. 
our own country, and just in proportion asthe people 
` sustained free schools for the education of all classes, has- 
that State or Territory advanced in population, intelligence- 
enterprise, wealth and refinement. Experience on any: 
practical subject is far better than all theory. Look at 
the history of the State of New York, with more wealth, 
larger population, and exerting a greater influece in the 
councils of our nation, than any other State 

In the very first Message to the Legislature, of the first 

‘Governor of that State, George Clinton, in January 6, 

1795, ‘she reminded that body that while provision had 
' been made for the endowment of colleges and other semi- 
naries of learning in which the higher branches were 
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taught, no legislative aid had been given to common 
schools, and he recommended that provision should be 


made for their improvement and encouragement.”, This. 


was the first official movement made in that State in behalf 
of the system of general education, which has made that 
State what it is to-day, and upon which depends the pre- 
servation of the rights and -liberties of the people of our 
eountry. 

That Legislature appropriated from that session, an- 
nually, for five fconsecutive years, the sum of $50,000 
for the support of common free schools and further pro- 
vided that a.sum equal to the one halfof the sum received 
from the State by the several townships. should be raised 
by a tax and added to the State appropriation. 

The great State of New York was then young and poor 
as poor as we are now ; with all the obstacles to overcome 
that haunt our vision here from day today. But they 
made their system of education a success. Since that 
time what wonderful accessions have been made, there 
and elsewhere, to the general mass of information. How 
her wealth increased and altered all the old and long-es- 


tablished ways of business. The native genius is no brigh-_ 


ter now than then; but the boy of to-day has the culture 
of the man of yesterday—all from a regulated system of 
education. Information has become a necessary as the 
airwe breathe; and every day the feeling is growing 


‘stronger, that ignorance and self-government eannot go 
hand in hand. 


Woman is reaching forward to the higher funetions of 


her nature and man is every year gaining deeper insight 

into the laws that should govern human actions and re- 

lations. Such arg the advancements made in our country 

. when a free school sytem is maintained by the people. Ais 
oOo g 
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-our republican form of government was established ‘by the 
speople, where every man:has an equal voice in its ad- 
ministration, without knowledge being general, the few 
«will rule the many. Not only rule, but.will concentrate 
yin one class, the wealth and influence of the country, at 
„the expense of the great mass, as it‘has been done here 
‘from the first occupancy of this country by the govern- 
,ment of Spain. 


“It then: becomes you, as the éhosen representatives of 
‘the people of the Territory of New Mexico, at once, to 
,make ample provision by legislative’ enactment, to esta- 
-blish and maintain a free school system; to.educate the 
„rising generation ; organize such a system as-will be per- 

petuated by the. publie „servants that follow us, after our 
.work is ended and we ‘have passed away. 


‘Very soon, one ot the great public highways will be 
-completed through our Territory, connecting the Atlantic 
and Pacific-oceans, stretching across the whole coptinent 
-in the onward march of civilization. The.voice of the 
-rising generation is now loudly. calling upon you as the 
law makers, fyr an education that will qualify them to fill 
„our places properly, when we,have passed away from the 
-active scenes of life. 

Parental instinct,-the very lowest motive, urges us to 
‘toil and labor for our children’s good; and ;there is no 
earthly, gift «you can bestow upon your child, ‘that is so 

lasting and.useful through life, as a good.education, 

Then why should any ove, with avy higher motive than 
mere selfishness, object to taxatian for the support of a 
:goed system of education. The parsimonious man, des- 
stitute of a .epark of philanthropy or public spirit, may 
object for the present, to be taxed for the support of, 
Lemmon schools. he rich aristocrat may be loud in bia 
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Aenunciations.against,the, system, because education among 
ethe masses willithave a :tendency to destroy caste, and 
-elevate the poor laboring man’s sons to compete with the 
„wealthy „and influential :families of this country. The 
sons of the former peons-would:haye an opportunity of 
qualifying themselves -for the high places of honor and 
profit, that have been.denied them in consequence of a 
¡want of the necessary means of education. It behooves 
your :honerable bodies to take spch action.on the subject 
of schools as will place this Territory on an equaljty with 
„our sister States and Territories, and make us feel:that we 
¿belong and are a part and’ parcel of the Great American 
‘Confederacy. The Congress of the ‘United States hag 
most generously appropriated large grants of public lands 
‘for school purposes in this Territory, which at present are 
not available, but in time,will prove very valuable to the 
Territory. 

wet us this.session :make a beginning by ¡inaugurating 
a-free school.system. Let ever so little be accomplished, 
we.can then.with a good grace ask, and will most likely 
sycceed in inducing the general government to aid us, 
either by an additional appropriation, or a change of the 
one-already,made, .so-as:to make jt available for our im- 
medjate necessities. | 

The heathen in former ages, acted upon the.maxim that 
‘the gods helped those „who made an effort to help theme 
selves. This maxim ‘has been held: literally true under 
;the Divine light ofthe Gospel, to the present day, subs- 
tituting Providence for the heathen gods. _ No people or 
<ndividual can expect aid from others, -who will not make 
„a reasonable effort.to help . themselves. 
_.. I would most respectfully but earnestly recammend to 
your -honorable bodies, the establishment ofa liberal 
Syatenn:of free schools throughout the Territory, and the 
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levying of a sufficient tax on the property of the different 
counties, to bring the law into effect and continue it in 
successful operation. Ido further recommend the esta- 
blishment of one or more Normal schools in the Territory 
to prepare teachers of our own to take charge of the free 
schools to be established throughout the Territory, under 


any lay passed tending to the education of the masses. 
In this recommendation, I am asking from your hono- 


rable bodies nothing more than has been done by every 
State and Territory belonging to the Federal government 
We have to-day, within the boundaries of this Territory, 
one hundred and twenty thousand souls, and are without 
a single free school to educate a single child, in the broad 
expense of this Territory. I appeal to you in the name 
of a free and patriotic people, to do something by legis- 
lative enactment, to wipe out this foul stain from the 
escutcheon of a free government. 


RAIL ROADS. 


The people of New Mexico have every reason to rejoice 
at the prospects ofa railroad connection with the Atlantic 
and Pacific States in a very few years. The Union Pa- 
cific Railway Company, E.D., have completed their 
survey from Fort Wallace, on the Smoky Hill river in 
the State of Kansas, through our Territory, toa point 
near Alburqueque, on the Rio Grande. Thence they 
are surveying two routes through to the Pacifie coast-one 
by the valley of the Gila River, and the ‘other by the | 
35th parallel: both of which so far as the examinations 
have progressed, prove to be entirely feasible and per- 
fectly satisfactory to theengineers engaged. From the 
reports of the surveys-thus far, wé have every reason to 
believe, taking into consideration the natural advantages

of the route through the Territory for a rail road—grade, 
timber, coal, climate and distance,—that it will be the 
first road successfully: built through to the Pacific coast ; 
and when completed, there is but little doubt that it will 
be the only one that can be operate at,all seasons of the 
year, without interruption from snow, or other rigors of 
winter. : mo 

On either of the routes proposed through the Territory, 
there will be easy gradients, and all the facilities for build- 
ing the road within ourselves. We have abundant and 
cheap labor, plerty of timber forties, bridges, and other 
purposes ; a bountiful supply of all kinds of subsistence 
for man and beast ; while at a less expense than the trans- 
portation will cost from the mills of Pennsylvania, iron 
rails can be manufactured from the inexhaustible deposits 
of iron ore of very superior quality, within our boundaries 
existing in close proximity to stone and every other in- 
gredient required. for its manufacture. In addition to the 
reasons already given for the economical and spedy con- 
struction of this road, on either of the routes being now 
surveyed, from the Rio Grande to the State of California 
the Colorado River will be crossed at- a navigable point, 
making an additional base of operations, for the delivery 
of the necessary supplies—subsistence, iron, locomotives, 
cars and other material ,—at cheap rates, after leaving the 
fertile vallies of New Mexico, and the settled portion of 
Arizona. | i 

The Union Pacific Railway Company, Eastern Divi- 
sion, propose, if they can procure the necessary assistance 
from the Government, to extend their road to the Pacific 
coast, through New Mexico and Arizona, on the shortest 
and most ‘practicable route within four years after the 
passage of the desired Act of Congress. i 

The surveys which the company are now making have 
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demonstrated as far aè they’ have gone, the practicability” 
of this route at a very moderate cost, and with very favo= 
rable grandients. The Rocky Mountains can be passed: 
without a single tiinnel, and the maximum gradient fixed’ 
by Congress'for the use of the Pacific rail roads, of one 
hundred and sixteen feet’ per mile, need‘ not be used, but’ 
for a very few miles, and then only to lighten the work- 
and facilitate its rapid construction. 

The Company propose to` leave the Denver branch of 
their road at Fort Harker or Pond Creek, or some point 
between the two, and pass over to the Arkansas’ River.: . 
It it should leave the Smoky Hill River at orin the vicinity 
of Fort Harker, Lam, satisfied not only that it will very’ 
materially shorten. the distance, but also that it can be' 
built to the boundary line of this Territory, at much less” 
cost.. The ground in the Arkansas Valley is’ especially 
favorable for its‘construction, and the country along that’ 
river is susceptible of greater development, than any 
other portion of what is known as ‘‘the plains.” 

I am informed by the Chief Engineer that the present 
survey starts at Fort Wallace, and reaches Fort Lyon at- 
the mouth of the Purgatory River, in a distance of one 
hundred and fourteen’ miles—thence it‘follows up the’ 
Purgatory, until a proper point‘is reached for leaving it, 
to turn the eastern point’of the Raton Mountains; after’ 
which it’ crosses the head waters’of the dry Cimarron, also: 
Red River, usually, so called, but really the Canadian 
near the mouth ofthe Little Cimarron, and thence by way 
ofthe wagon mound‘to the town of Las Vegas. The 
first ridges’ of the Rocky Mountains west of Las Vegas‘ 
are crossed at the Puertecito by a gap so: low that’ no’ 
ehange is made in the grade in the line, which continues* 
on, crossing the Pecos River about fourteen miles above’ 
Anton Chico} and: thence stiikes a: nearly: direct line’ 
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towards the Rio Grande,-which it crosses some few. miles 
below Alburqueque. The Gila Route thence follows: 


down the valley of the Rio Grande to within fifteen miles- 


of Fort Thorn, and the route by the thirty-fifth parallel: 
will strike westward by El Rito and Fort Wingate towards: 
the passes of the Sierra: Nevada Mountains, leading into 
the Tulare Valley of California. - 

The distance from Fort Lyon by this: survey to Fort: 
Craig, is four hundred and fifty miles, but by close exa- , 
mination and survey of the line when they come to lo-: 
cate the road;-the engineers consider that they will be: 
able to reduce the distance at least forty: and probably: 
fifty miles: 


In view ofthe foregoing” facts, I respectfully but ear- 
nestly recommend'to your honorable bodies the propriety ` 
of passing a‘memorial, asking congress at its present ses- ` 
sion to give the Union Pacific Railway Company, Eastern- 
Division, the same subsidy for the extension of its road, 
through New Mexico and Arizona, to such point’en the 
Pacific coast as may be adopted by said: company as their“ 
terminus, that has been or may hereafter be given to 
other nationvl thoroughfares, under construction or in- 
contemplation across the American Continent. 


We owe this to ourselves, as well as tothe energetic’ 


company making these surveys: Itis proper for me to: - 


say further, that‘any other legislation that may be needed: 
or desired by this railway company,- should, without: 
hesitation, be promptly: given: them by. your: honorable: 
bodies. The building of this road through: the Territory. 

will give itnew life. We are now at‘ least one century. 
behind:the progressive age of:the country of! which we: 
form apart, and it is high time we were making rapid: 
strides to overtake those portions of our common country- 
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which have been more favored with the facilities of pro- 
gression. 

Iam informed by the Chief Engineer who made the 
survey from Kansas to the Rio Grande, Gen’l. W. W. 
Wright that he found on the surveyed routc an easy 
grade, plenty of water, fuel, and every thing necessary 
to build the road and run it after completion, cheaply 
and successfully. The hand of divine Providence, in the 
formation of this country, has provided carefully for 
the wants of our people, and has made and pointed 
out this route as the best from one occean to the 
other. He has given it all the natural facilities to make 
it the most advantageous for the Government and all 
concerned. 

From facts demonstrated by the present survey, as well 
as those made by the general Government, under the di- 
rection of Lieutenants Whipple, Parke and others, we 
have every reason to believe and to know at a very early 
day, we will be united with our eastern and western neigh- - 
bors by the iron bond of progress extending from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific coast. 


TELEGRAPHS. 


Atthe last session of the Legislature there was a charter 
granted toa company of gentlemen for the purpose of 
furnishing this Territory with telegraphic privileges. If 

I am rightly informed, it was promised by the corporators 
incase the charter was granted them, at an early day we 
would be placed in telegraphic communication with the 
eastern States. 

The liberal provisions of their charter should have at 
least insured a commencement ofthis important enter- 
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prise; but so far as Lam advised, there have been no 
‘steps taken to organize a company under ‘the charter, 
much less. the building of the contemplated line. 


Unless we have some assurance of the completion of the 
work within a reasonable time from the corporators, be- 
fore the adjournment of this session, the charter should 
be repealed. Has it not been for the existence of this 
charter, a line would have been completed from Denver 
City, Colorado Territory, to this point by the first day of 
January, 1868. If itis not the intention of this corpo- 
ration to build this line speedily, all embarrassments 
should be taken out of the way of other capitalists who 
are disposed to invest their capital in this direction. The 
interest of the people of New Mexico as well asthe general 
Government would be greatly subserved by the comple- 
tion of this line, 


PUBLIC BUILDING. 


The two” oe of your honorable bodies | 
by memotiaF  - - 7 attention of Congress to the ‘di- 
lapidated com ie of onr partially constructed public 
buildings, and asked additional appropriation from Con- 
gress for their final completion. From a lack of proper 
effort or for some other unknown cause, no appropriation 
hasbeen made. Consequently our public buildings stand 
just as they were left at the commencement of the rebel- 
lion. Other Territories have obtained in addition to the 
usual appropriation for public buildings, the internal re- 
venue of their respective Territories for three consecutive 
years for building purposes. Why should this distinction 
be made against this Territory?—the same argument 
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could ‘be, made with truth, in our sin. that was AUEN 
fully used'by our sister’ Territories. 

If would be well to reindorse by legislative action, the: 
memorial. passed by your predecessors, and strengthen the 
hands of your. delegate in every possible. way, that will 
aid him in his efforts to secure for the Territory the neces- 
sary appropriation to complete the public: buildings, and 
for all other necessary, appropriations. | 

Personal malice- and - political differences: should forever 
be buried in a united effort'of-all parties to procure for- 
the masses lasting benefits by congressional legislation. 

Iam pleased to be ablé to communicate to you since 
your last anuual session, we have procured by the united’ 
efforts of the officers of the Territory, and with tlie aid of 
Hon. John-S..Watts while in Washington, an appropria- 
tion of five thousand dollars out of the building fund of 
the Treasury Department, for the repair of the Palace, 
the enlargement of the Territorial Library, and the erec-: 
tion of suitable halls for the use of your honorable bo.. 
dies, which, I-am happy to- say, Luc “7 “hq energy: of 
Col. James L. Collins, superinte, Mr. C. D.. 
Schofield, contractor, are now nearly... seed. 

’ There. still remain in. the United. States Treasury, fifty-- 
two thousand dollars— the balance of-an appropriation of 
aixty-thousand dollars made by Congress for the comple- 
tion of the Capitol- in 1860. This with the.internal re-- 
venue of the Territory for three years, would complete the. 
Capitol and Penitentiary. Buildings. 


AGRICULTURE.. 


The agricultural: results of: the Territory for the year 
now about ending, have been entirely: satisfactory to the 
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husbandmen even under the present erude system of 
farming. The fields have yielded abundant harvests ; the 
granaries of our farmers are filled to overflowing with all 
the necessaries for the support of themselves and families 
the coming year. Throughout the entire Territory the 
crops of wheat, corn, beans, barley and all the ceréals . 
and vegetables, have yielded abundantly, and the people 
ds a mass appear to be satisfied with the results of their 
labor-for the present year, and aré comparatively con- 
tented and happy. 

Although not a practical farmer myself, allow me‘ to 
suggest to the farmers thenecessity of furnishing themsel- 
ves with at least a portion of the new farming implements 
adopted and used by the most experienced’ and prosperous 
farmers, who lave made this subject'a-study for miany 
years, and some of them a lifetime, in localities where 
mechanical Jabor could be procured comparatively cheap, 
and where thorough tests could readily be made, and 
where farming has at least’ been reduced to a scientific 


success. | 
‘ To make farming profitable i in any locality, it must be 


done systematically, and all the labor-saving you can 
accor@plish by the means of improved machinery and im- 
pléments will add so mueh to the profits of the crops, 
saying nothing about the additional yield necessarily 
brought about by the,use of improved farming implements 

During the past year large accessions have been made . 
to our farming interests throughout the Territory, and 
especially in the Rio Bonito country. Thuusands of good 
citizens who ‘settled on the Rio. Bonito River, during the 
past two years have been eminently successful, and from 
all I can learn, those citizens’are highly pleased with their 
new Jocation. 

In the northern portion of Rib Arriba Country there 
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has been since the establishing of Camp Plummer in that 
country, a very large immigration to that locality, and a 
very large proportion of these settlers have turned their 
attention to agricultural pursuits, with promising results 
for the future. 


There have also been one or more large settlements 
made within the last year on the Mimbres Rives in Doña 
Ana country, all of which are devoted to agriculture and 
stock-growing, and if not interfered with or driven away 
by the hostile Indians, in a very few years will be one of 
the most prosperous settlements in the Territory. There 
are millions of acres of land inviting settlement, suscep- 
tible of cultivation and irrigation in the foregoing locali- 
ties, equal in all respects to any land in the Territory or 
elsewhere for agricultural purposes or stock-growing. 


When the farmers of New Mexico educate themselves 
up to the necessity of introdueing from the States at no~ 
minal expense, or have manufactured in our Territory 
the improved agricultural machinery and implements, 
agriculture will be invested with new life, and will be 
pursued, not only as an ordinary art within the reach of 
the dullest and most ordinary intellect, but will be studied 
and pursued asa science of the very highest and most 
useful order. l 

The great improvements haye been made, and still can 
be made in the art of agriculture, must be admitted by al 
and that these improvements have been the means of in- 
creasing the produce of the country with less manual lab- 
or, has simply been the experience of every agriculturist 
who has made the experiment. The art of agriculture 
certainly is the most pleasing and less intricate than any 
other art known to the human mind. I feel satisfied in 
paying the life of an agriculturist is the most healthy, 
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pleasant and independent life led by mankind, and of all 
sciences should be the most cultivated. 


woot. GROWING AND MANUFACTURING. 


One of the leading features to prosperity in any new 
` gountry, and especially in New Mexico, in the subject of 
wool growing, where the population have every natural 
facility for raising immense herds or sheep at a very trifl- 
‘ing expense. Avery respectable number of our most 
enterprising citizens, I am happy to say, are already lar- 
gely engaged in the laudable business of sheep growing 
and are, undoubtedly, making it a profitable business, 
not so much from the sales of wool prodnced from their 
flocks, as their sales of mutton to the Government for the . 
subsistence of the: soldiers, and Indians being furnished! 
subsistence by the Govenment. 

In consequence of the want of niachinery in the Terri- 
fory to manufacture our native wool into such fabrics as 
would be useful to the population and profitable to ‘the 
wool grower, there has been but little interest taken: in 
the improvement of the stock, and the quality of the wool 
raised—evidently looking more for the increase of the 
number of their herds than the quality of the wool pro~ 
duced. 

The flocks of the Territory, from the best estimate I 
am able to make, yield at least two and s half millions of 
pounds of wool the present year; the larger proportion 
of which has been transported to the States for salé and 
manufacture, and what we require, returned to us in its 
various forms of woolen fabrics for. our own use, with’ 
transportation added both ways, which we are compelled 
fo pay, together with lage profits to the people who are’ 
prepared to manufacture one of the staple articles of our

Territory. This shipping process costs our people at 
least five hundred per cent, on the original cost of the wool, 
This per centage should be retained in the country, and 
applied to the building of woolen factories in our own 
Territory. 


Messrs. Kronig & Co., have erected a fine woolen 
factory in the Country of Mora, and are now in full and 
successful operation in the manufacture of all the different 
woolen fabrics known in such establishments. This is a 
step in the right. direction. Their efforts should be sus- 
tained. by the people of our Territory, and every encou- 
ragement should be given by the people and their legis- 
lature to build up and encourage manufacturing establish- 
ments of all kinds in every part of the Territory, and make 
New Mexico a self-sustaining province, 


We are sadly in need of additional capital and skilled 
labor to aid us in our various enterprises, which could be 
very easily procured if our wants were made known to 
the world, and the resources of this country properly 
understood by the capitalists of the country. 

Ido must respectfully suggest the propriety of prepar- 
ing and publishing an address by a committe to be ap- 
pointed by your honorable bodies, calling the attention of 
eastern capitalists to the internal resources.of the Terri- 
tory, and inviting them hither to make such investments 
as will bring them speedy and sure renumeration. 


MINES AND MINING. 


' Among the subjects of en interest to the Territory, 
and to which I desire to call your most earnest considerar 
tion, are our mineral resources as a sure means of increas- 
ing the material wealth of the masses of the e popis , and 
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adding to the general properity ofall classes. There. is 
«probably no source of wealth within our reach so asces- 
sible.as the development of the rich. mineral region of that 
portion of the Rocky Mountains passing through the cen- 
tral portion of our, Territory. This-continuous range . of 
mountains throughout the entire Territory, is filled with 
-allthe precious metals.known to. this Continent, and: of 
easy access. We have not only the evidence of our pre- 
sent population, of the immense mineral wealth here—but 
old tradition, history and ancient-works, all attest that 
this was the chief.source of revenue to the Spanish Gov- 
ernment in past ages; andrecent: discoveries and explora- 
tions and: the mining operations now in progress, indicate 
«that in the future also,.it will prove tobe most productive. 
dn all parts of the Territory :are found veins and deposits 
of the various useful and precious metals, and in numerous 
-localities may now be seen shafts and drifts ; the work of 
a past people, the record of which is now entirely lost. to 
our generation and the only-monuments left of their energy 
activityjand industry, are the.relics of their-extensive:min- 
ing operations scattered over the mineral portions: of: the 
Territory.: SE ee 
For centuries attention ba been ere ‘towards the 
great.and rich mineral deposits containéd in the‘bounda- 
‚ries of what is new known as:the Territory of New Mex- 
ico. The theoretical geologist and mineralogist and’ the 
practical miner, have alike spoken-in praise of .the mineral 
‘wealth of this portion of the public do main;—everywhere 
‘from the ;: Raton Mountains of the North to the southern 
‘portion of the Mesilla Valley in the South—from: the 
„mountains of the East to. our extreme western boundary, 
‘in every locality is found metalic deposits, and in «most 
places, of paying. richness. We have found gold inthe 
- +4Placers” and,in the quartz, in inexhaustible quagtities ; 
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our placers are now being successfully worked at Pinos: 
Altos. At the “Placera” twenty-five miles south: of this- 
city ; at the Moreno mines, near Maxwell’s, in the county 

of Mora, and other places. In these localities are gather- 

ing large numbers of practical miners, not only from our- 
own Territory, but from other Territories and States. 

The constantly increasing population of these localities, 

and the presence in our midst of: large quantities of the- 
precious metals, attest the wealth of this country. The- 
gold-bearing quartz, wherever found, 1s of great value 

wherever tested with quartz mills, as at Pinos Altos and ' 
the **Placers” it has been found'to pay the enterprising 

miner fabulously. Our ore is a decomposed quartz, easily’ 
reduced with the simplest machinery. The veins are wide- 
and free from.sulphurets and water—those great obstacles: 
to. successful mining. elsewhere. 

At Pinos Altosa tunnel, seven hundred feet: in length, 
with proper shafts, has been made; at the Placers one 

tunnel of three hundred feet, with shafts of:-one hundred: 
and seventy-five-feet in depth, has also been constructed: 
In each, the. ore,.is free from pyrites or sulphurets and: 
the shafts-free from water. The character of the ore and. 
mines, the cheapness:of fuel.and labor the genial ‘nature: 
of the climate which: permits uninterrupted mining during 
all.the months of the year, are already attracting the at- 

tention of: capitalists and the rapid development of our’ 
' mines is now a certainty; 

Second —Silver. We are everywhere surrounded with. 
the evidences of this precious metal, and of the faets that: 
for many years after the settlement of: New. Mexico, silver’ 
mining was extensive and profitable. The revolution. 
which took place over two hundred years ago, and which : 
resulted in the driving ofthe early settlers away from this, 
egion, ended. here for a time,.this. branch, of industry.. 
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The riatives; jealous of the Spanishi rate arid’ opposed to- 
the: settlement of their country, and recognizing the mines 
as its ptincipal attraction at that tihe, filled the ancitnt 
shafts with timber and covered them so as to obliterate 
their localities. The action of the elements and the decay 
of timé have revealéd the location of hundreds of these 
öld mines, and many of themi have been found of great 
value. © These ancient silver mines have beet discovered 
in all parts of the Territory, and constantly new discovo- 
ries are being,made. In addition to these, new mines in 
new localities are being found. Public atténtion having 
been attracted: toward them, we may confidently predict 
then, that ere long their development will be re 
prosecuted. | 

Third— Copper. It is cafe to say nowhere has been 
discovered richer and larger deposits of this'metal than in 
New Mexico. Tt is found in all parts of the Territory ;— 
At Maxwell’s ; near Mora; at the Placers; ati Tijeras ; at 
Manzana, in the Organ Mountains,.and the Nacimiento ; 
at Jemas in the vicinity of Pinos Altos; and elsewhere. 
Some of these cepper mines- have been known and worked 
for nearly a century. 


The Santa Rita del Cobre and Hanover’ mineg, from: 
the immensity of the deposits and the richness of their ore, 
challenge the world. The successful completion of a raik 
road to this Territory, will give the. cheap —— 
necessary for the largest results from copper mining. 


Iron and coal have been fourid in inexhaustiple quan-- 
tities of the best quality along the proposed rail road line.. 
Cinnabar and zinc are also found, but as-yet no` attention. 
has been given to-mining the same. The development of: 
our mineral resources: hag been heretofore but slow.. The

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thostility of the Indian tribes of the ‘Territory to-encroach- 
_ment. on: their ancient hunting grounds, and other causes 
not now necessary to enumerate, have retarded develop- 
ment ; but now. the rapid influx of a,mining ‘population 
numerous, enterprising and courageous, is overcoming 
these difficulties, and we are just :beginning. to feel the 
advantages which must result to us when that develop- 
«ment assumes the proportions usual in a mineral country. 


MAIL AND MAIL ROUTES. 


‘In consequence of continuous troubles with hostile In- 
<dians on the Plains, we: have been but little benefitted by 
‘the additional mail service from here to the Missouri Ri- 
«ver, commenced -by the ‘Post ‘Office Department in the 
-early part of-this-year. We hope, however; that this ‘in- 
convenience will soon be remedied by the prompt. action 
.of the military of this ‘Department. 


From some unknown cause, the ‘Post Office Depart- 
ment:has failed to give our people service on several im- 
portant post routes established by the laws of Congress, 
-which has worked avery great inconvenience and very 
frequently absolute detriment to a ‘large portion of our 
‘best citizens living off the main thoroughfare passing 
‘through the central part of the Territory. Mail service 
should be immediately put upon the following routes :— 
From Fort Union to Forts Sumner and Stanton via Tu- 
larosa to Franklin Texas; also the route established last 
winter fram Fort Cummings, via Fort Bayard to Pinos 
Altos, and on another very important route from Albur- 
equerqueto Prescott, Arizona. The last mentioned route 
is very important to the people of this Territory, but much 
more important to.our neighboring Territory of Arizona.

INDIAN TRIBES. 


‘This subject continues to be one of great coneern not 
only to New Mexico, but to all the people of all the Ter- 
ritories which compose the great belt of country that ex- 
tends from the northern boundary of Mexico to the British 
Possessions, and covers both the eastern and western 
slopes of the Rocky Mountains. Their hostilities have 
‘been so general during the past season, and their move- 
ments have been so concerted, that they haye proved 
themselyes to he no mean .enenties in war and have shown 
that they can, when thus co-operating, make themselves 
formidable opponents to our troops on the plains. They 
shave means of communicating, one tribe with another, 
4rom the extreme North to the extreme South, and from 
the East to the West of the immense extent of country 
over which they rqam, so that it is not difficult for them 
to concert hostile measures among themselves, and agree 
sto the means of carrying those measures into execution. 


The experiences .of the past season demonstrate how 
well and ‘how successfully they have managed their war- 
fare. The vast amount of property they have destroyed, 
ithe innumerable horses, mules and cattle they have stelen 
from trains, the impediment they have heen to commerce 
and the great number of human lives they have sacrificed 
on the various thoroughfares which lead across the plains 
to the Teritories and Pacific States, are all evidences of 
of the concert of action that has been observed, and the 
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of warfare against the white man and the civilization 
which ever accompanies his steps. And besides this, they 
show how powerful they are inobstructing prosperity. One 
of their successful raids destroys the accumulated proper- 
ty of years of whole settlements of hardy and industrious 
pioneers, and leaves them as destitute of this world’s 
goods as they were when poor, but with hearts swelled’ 
with hope for a bright future in the new homes they were 
to make, they left friends and kindred to seek their fort- 


unes in the far West. 
In these losses and sufferings, New Mexico has had her 


full share of the burden, and we have aright, and duty 
demands that we should exercise it to’ raise our voice, in 
common with that of our sister Territories, in solemn and: 
and most earnest protest against the Indian policy that.has 
been practiced in the past by our Government. We have 
seen its futility, we have suffered: the consequences of its 
inadequacy, and it becomes us as good, patient and long~ 
suffering people, to ask of our law-makers an abandon- 
ment of a policy that has proved ineffectual for our pro- 
tection, and the adoption of one more coercive in its nature 
towards the Indian and more salutary in the end to both 
Indians and whites. The great desideratum is force and: 
less mistaken philanthropy. 


INDIANS OF NEW MEXICO. 


The Utah tribe has been peaceable during the year. 
They are content with their condition and they if we may 
judge their future by the past will remain: contented aw 
long as they shall be provided for by the Government as 
generously as they are at present. Their conduct during: 
the past year has been comparatively good, and the ci- 
tizens have suffered little or uo damage at their hands» 
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JICARILLA APACHES. 


This small band, asa general thing, live with the 
Utahs at Maxwell’s agency, having extensively intermar- 
tied with them. But they are far more evil-disposed 
than the Utahs, and frequently commit serious. depreda- 
tions upon the citizens of Mora and Taos Counties. Dur- 
ing the present fall they have stolen large amounts of. ya- 
luable stock from the rancheros of those counties, and we 
have reports of several murders of citizens by them. For 
this, there has been no remedy because of the small num- 
ber of troops among us. Gen’l Geo. W. Getty District 
Commander, is desirous of doing what is in his power to 
give all of our people the protection of the military depart- 
ment of the Government, but with his present limited 
force-he cannot “do as he wishes in this respect. I fell sure 
that with an increase of means he will use them to the 
end that the Jicarilla Apaches willbe subjected to good 
order, and the people of Mora and Taos Counties receive 
protection in their lives and property. _ 


MESCALERO APACHES. 


Yn December, 1865, this hand consisting of between 
four and five hundred souls, left their farm at the Bosque 
Redondo and under the lead of their chief, Cadette, made 
good their eseape from the pursuit of the military authori- 
ties, who followed them. At the time, it was with good 
reason, thought that they escaped into Old Mexico. Their 
pretext for abandoning their farm was, that they were 
afraid of the Navajos; but it was believed by well inform- 
ed persons that their discontent was caused more by the 
interference of eyil-disposed white men, than by a fear’ 
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of the Navajos, who had never interfered with or molested 
them. | 
Be this as it may, they have, since their escape, retur- 

ned to the White Mountains and Rio Bonito country, and 
have been exceedingly herasging to the settlers in that’ 
region. Their depredations within the last year have been 
extensive and highly injurious to the settlements. Indeed 
there hasbeen but little protection to the lives and’ 
property of the citizens in those remote and exposed fron- 
tiers. The losses they have sustained at’ the hands of this 
band have materially retarded the progress of the nume- 
rous settlements that had begun to spring up and flourish 
in that fertile region during the period of quiet that’ pre- 
yailed when the Indians were under control at’ the Reser- 
vation. Now they have to be regarded’as hostile and 
treated as such, and it remains for the Government to de- 
termine what that treatment shall be. My opinion is, 
and all my influence shall be exerted to the enforcement 
of that opinion, that the settlements should be protected 
against the savages, and the’ citizens’ guarded in all their 
rights. The military authorities will cooperate with me 
in this, I have very reason to believe, and if our citizens- 
should unfortunately continue to be left unprotected, the: 
fault will not rest with the authorities in New Mexico. 
We all know and appreciate the importance of’ fostering 
_ the enterprise which animates the industrious settlers who 

have located their homes there, and: nothing that can be- 
done, will be left undone to banish the savage from their’ 
presence and leave them in the quiet; peaceful and ‘secure’ 
pursuit of their avocation:. 
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Since the year 1860 these Indians have been hostile 
and entirely without the control of the Government. They’ 
together with other Apaches’ which are in Arizona, are’ - 
ferociously savage and cruel. The country ever which 
they roam is peculiarly adapted to Indian life and warfare, 
which renders it-almost impossible for the military autho- 
rities. to chastise them, or for the citizens to pursue and. 
redress the outrages they suffer at their hands. The 
mescal of the country is a constant and bountiful source 
of supply of provisions for their sustenance, and is furnish- 
ed to their hand by nature without any labor or cultivation: 
on their part, except the gathering and preserving of it. 
They, being well armed, togetlier with the advantages 
just enumerated, are enabled to be extremely harassing’ 
| to the citizens of the southern and southwestern section of 
the Territory. | 


Not only are they, the terror and scourge of- the agricul- 
tural and pastoral districts in that- part of-the country, but- 
they are also the bane of the almost invaluable mining in- 
terests that arethere located and awaiting development. 


For this most. distressing. condition of affairs: there is: 
no blame to be attached to any of-the Government officers 
in the Territory. They are all,.civil and military, -desi- 
rous and-anxious to apply a remedy for the evil, but they 
have no adequate means furnished them to accomplish the’ 
wished-for end. The only remedy that will now avail: 
against them is that of force, and unless the Government: 
shall furnish us more troops and hereby give our District- 
Commander more strength to cope with the savages there 
seem very poor prospect: indeed for speedy relief from: 
the harassing. condition in which the people there find them-- 
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selves. ‘This is a disagreable conclusion to arrive at, but 
to it the inevitable logie of events brings us. 


NAV AJOS. 


“ This is the historic tribe of New Mexico. Bold, brave 
and audacious, they ran riot over the Territory for almost 
a quarter of acentury, leaving desolation and destitution 
in their track. At the beginning‘of the year 1863, they 
had stripped our mountains and mesas of their sheep, 
cattle and. mules, leaving the Territory in a condition of 
poverty it seldom falls to the lot of a people to experience 
in consequence of any scourge. 

Campaigns had been made against them without good 
results. ‘Treaties of peace had been made with them, 
with no other effect than to increase their boldness and 
rapacity, and to nurture within their breasts a feeling of 
disrespect and disregard for the power of the Government 
with which they imagined they ‘were coping, and which 
they knew they had baffled in all its attempti to subdue or 
pacify them. - 

In 1863 Gen’l J. H. Carleton, then Department Com- 
mander, organized a campaign against them with Gen’. 
Kit Carson at its head. Forts Defiance and Wingate 
were designated as the points of rendezvous for the: troops 
regulars and volunteers, that were designed to take part 
in the campaign. The Indians were notified of what was 
transpiring and they immediately conceiyed the idea of. 
averting the campaign by becoming pacific and making a 
treaty of peace. To this end a delegation of their wisest 
and most crafty chiefs cameto Santa Fé. They had an 
audience with Gen’l. Carleton and made known to him 
their desires and the object for which they had come to 
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him. After listening to them respectfully, he replied 
that he was much pleased to hear of their desire to be“ 
come peaceable and good Indians, but there was no ne- 
cessity for a treaty with Indians who in sincerity made 
such professions, and if they would return to their coun- 
try and cease to molest our people, there would be no 
war against them. But if they did not, he would prose- 
cute the campaign and conquer them, as sure as there 
was asun in the heavens. He gave them until July to 
make their choice between peace and war. At the ter- 
m..ration of the days of grace the tribe was in its former 
hos‘ ile attitude, and orders were given for the troops to 
commence active and vigorous operations. The Indians 
soou found themselves in the midst of such war as they 
had never before experienced. Carson with his men 
scoured their country from limit to limit without cessation 
keeping the savages constantly on the move and vigilantly 
employed in protecting their families and herds.’ They 
had no time to make raids into the settlements for supplies. 
They had no opportunity to raise creps for winter’s use. 
Their fields in the fall were barren and desolate. 

The result of that campaign, which terminated ın the 
passage of a column of troops through the far-famed Ca- | 
non de Chelle, and which the Navajos accounted their 
impregnable fortress, is well known. The mass of the 
tribe surrendered themselves with the understanding that 
they were to be transported to the Bosque Redondo, 
which had been selected by the Department Commander 
as a reservation for them. At the end of the year 1864, 
eight thousand of them had been located on the reserva- 
tion, and but few remained in the land of their nativity.— 
From that period our Territory has been relieved from the 


depredations of the dread Navajo, our flocks have bounti- 
7 l 
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fully-increased, and our people are enjoying thé*prosper? 
ty natural to them in the absence ofthe evil effects ‘of ‘the 
forays of the: marauding Navajo. : 

The Indians remain measurably contented in their new 
home, and are progressing-in the arts-of . peace and civili- 
zation. © At the same time, the wholecountry have in this 
an example of -what may:be done with the most: brave 
and - warlike -of our Indian tribes; when vigorous: meas- 
ures are prosecuted against them by skilfal officers and 
brave men, A 

I recommend'to- your ionoribie bodies that 2 memorial 
be addressed: te Congress, asking for the enactment of-a 
Jaw -authorizing the raising. of- at least-one regiment: of 
volunteers-in New Mexico, to sérve against the -hostile 
Indians, and to assist the regulars in protecting the lives 
and property of-our.-citizens. n 


FINANCE... 


I have- the honor kepti to lay. before you the reports 
of ‘the Territorial * Treasurer and the. Aùditor. of Public 
Accounts.. ` 

From the report of the eases herewnh submitted, 
- you will see that the receipts of. the treasury during the 
fiscal year. ending the 15th of N ovember, 1867, were 
$15,459 27, ahich added- to the balance in the treasury 
at the end of the fiscal year: ending November 15, 1866, 
of $1,889.98, together with $298 87. received from the 
administrators of.the estate of. Simon - Delgado, late 
treasurer deceased, makes ‘the total sum of .$17,648 13. 
The total amount of disbursements during -the fiscal year 
ending: the 15th -of Noxember, 1867, was $17, 632 69, 
leaving a-balance in the treasury,on the day, of-settlement .- 
November 15, 1867, of $15 43.. 
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T call your earnest’ attsnGon. to’ the atte iepa of the 
Auditor : of Public Accounts to. the defalcation of’ the 
collectors of. public revenue, and the amount of territorial 
funds that remain unpaid by. the officers entrusted by law 
with its. collection, for territorial purposes, with a hope 
that any defect in the law, providing, for the responaibili- 
ty of collectors of- the territorial revenue, and their ac- 
countability for fands collected by them, miy be any 
and speedily remedied. : : 

The subject of taxation in the different counties. of the 
‘erritory should. occupy your . serious attention, with a 
view to equalize and correct:the many abuses ‘now. prae- 
ticed—not only of the funds collected for territorial put- 
poses, but those for county and other purposes in the dif- 
ferent counties. The complaint is wniveréal in all parts 
of the Territory, arising. from the mismanagement, of; the 
public finances. The tax should operate equally “upon 
all who are engaged in business and are required by the 
laws of the Territory to pay taxes by the system of license 
dr otherwise pand thé laws should: bë so’ amended as to 
make it a penal offence for neglect,- ‘failure, or refusal to 
make settlements with the proper officers, as prescribed: 
by law. .. The Territory is now indebted in consequence 
of the neglect or dishonesty of revenue collectors in some 
of the counties of the Territory. ‘This state of things 
rust be remedied by legislative action, if you expect to. 
preserve the credit: of the Territory. 


MILITIA. 


The report: of the ener General,- which-I ai 
to your honorable bodies, exhibits what has been ‘done in 
the Adjutant-General’s Office during the past eight months 

towards the adjustment of militia claims, in conformity 
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with the law passed at the last session of the Legislative 
Assembly, approved January 28, de 1866. 

The accounts exatnined and approved, including those 
due officers and men, on the muster rolls, exceed the sum 
of thirty-three thousand dollars. 

The reason why the whole of the rolls have not been 
made up and their amounts submitted to your honorable 
bodies for action, are explained by Genl’ Russell in hia 
report. It is to be regretted that this delay hag been oc- 
casioned, but ig was unavoidable, as explained in the 
report. 

A rough estimate may he made from the date on hand, 
of. the entire amount due the militia in the service of the 
United States during the Texas invasion, and to citizens 
for supplies furnished them, I recomend that this be done 
and that a petition be addressed to Congress asking an 
appropriation for the payment of the game, in relief of 
the. Territory, 


FERRITORIAL LIBRARY, 


‘Thave the honor, herewith, to lay before you the able 
report of the Territomal Librarian, from which you will. 
see the present condition of the public library of the Ter- 
ritory. During the past year, we have received large 
accessions of hooks, public documents and State reports - 
of the several States and Territories, and the usual donaz 
tion of books made by Congress. Jrespectfully refer 
your honorable bodies to the recommendations contained, 
in the report, of the Librarian, for such additional legisla- 

tion ag may be deemed necessary and expedient for the 
future preservation and management of the public archi- l 

yes of the Territory. 
Iam happy to be able to say, that the Library room, 
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has been rebuilt since the last annual meeting of your 
` kespective bodies, and has been very much enlarged and - 
improved ; and wheh finally completed, with shelving and 
other necessary furniture; will be an ornament to the 
Territory. 

By an act of Coiigtess, approved March 2d, 1867, the 
 bystem of slavery culled peonage, was abolished and for- 

er prohibited in this Territory and elseWhere. 

i am happy to be able to state, that this law has been 
fully and faithfully executed by all the officers of the 
Territory, and the despicable system of peonage has been 
so far as Í have been able to ascertain, almost entirely 
broken up. For the credit of the citizens of the Terri- 
tory, I deem it proper to say, there has been but little 
upen opposition to the execution of this law ; and wherever 
opposition did make its appearance, the offender has been 
promptly prosecuted. ‘The enforcenient of this law has. 
tended largely to elevate this class of our fellow citizens 
and in time Will make then among the most prosperous 
people of this country. The law recognizes all persons 
in this Territory, free and equal, and they must be so też- 
gardéd by our citizens. | 


GENERAL RECOMMENDATIONS. 


I respectfully call your attention to the necessity of a ge- 
neral road law, not only for the establishing of public high- 
ways, but for keeping public roads in repair for the tra~ 
veling public: The duty of repairing roads under the 
present law, now devolvés on the probate judges of thé 
weveral counties. 
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This system ed proved viii inadequate to the wants 
of the'country. Some more’ extensive system is now an 
absolute necessity. Ewould suggest the propriety of so 
amending the present law, as to require the justices of 
the peace-in each voting precinct, to have control of this 
subject, and give them authority to call out the electors 
their respective precincts, at least two days in each year, 
‘for the purpose of building and repairing the public high- 
Ways, and give — puch officers ample powers to enforce the 
law. ° oe 
-I recommend the | passage ‘of a registry law, requiring 
each voter of the Territory to have ‘his name registered . 
-at least ten days prior, to any, general election in the pre- 
cinct in which’ he resides. In consequence of the conti- 
nual charges ‘of fraud by all parties in this Territory. at 
every general election’ held, the passage of a registry law 
would be satisfactory, I tave no doubt, to all the ċontend- 
ing political: elements, ‘and prevent frauds in all future 
elections. = | | 

a ‘recommend | ‘the establishing of two or more new 
counties, one of which should be established in that portion 
of the ‘country known as Pinos Altos, as an act of justice 
to the enterprising population now developing that portion 
of our rich mineral _eguiitry. They have a sufficient l 
population to support a county, of enterprising, intellig- 
ent citizens, and are over one hundred miles trom the 
county seat of Dona Ana county, where they now are 
required to transact .all their county business. The dis- 
tance from Pinos Altos to La Mesilla, the county seat, 
precludes many poor miners’ from‘ ‘perfecting their mining 
clainis, in consequent’ of the great: ost in going to and 
returning from the county saat: Do mik 

There- shouldalso: be a new‘county established mthe 
Rio Bonito country, ‘which ‘embraces a yery large area a 
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country: adapted to-agriculture and stock-growing. ‘I am 
informed by intelligent gentlemen that there are now 
ever fifteen hundred inhabitants within an area of’ forty 
miles, and are» cut: off- from all communication with that 
portion of their county situate on the Rio Grande. The 
. nearest traveled ruute from these settlements to their pre- 
sent county seat is over a hundred and fifty miles.. They 
have.a-.sufficient population to support a county govern- 
‘ment, and have the means and the will-to make a‘credit- 
able county if your honorable bodies feel disposed to, give 
them. the necessary legislation. -I feel satisfied no reason- 
able legislator will feel disposed, in his legislative: capacity 
to oppose the wishes of the people interested in the esta- 
, blishing ofthese new counties.

OFFICE SECRETARY OF TERRITORY, 
Santa Fe, N. M. Dec., 14th, 1867. ? 
Hon. F. P. ABREU, Speaker of the House of Represen- 
tatives : 

By an act passed by the Legislature Assembly and ap- 
proved by the Acting Governor on the 27th of January 
last, it was made the duty of the Secretary of the Terri- 
tory to procure as soon as possible from the proper de- 
partment of the federal government the necessary stand- 
ard of weights and measures for this Territory, etc. 

My attention was called to this law by my predecessor 
whilst in the city of Washington last spring, and believ- 
ing it my duty to do all I could for the Territory even 
before entering upon the discharge of my. duties as Sec- 
retary, at once proceeded to procure for our Territory 
the standard of weights and measures of the United 
States. I applied to the Secretary of the Treasury who 
at once ordered the commissioner to proportion them 


to me. 
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Nevertheless, your honorable bodies will perceive that 
to procure the great and durable advantage of the stand- 
ard of weights and measures for New Mexico, as estab- 
lished by the federal Government there is now wanting 
the appropriation of a sufficient sum to pay the trans- 
portation from Washington here. I therefore very res- 
pectfully recommend that the sam of five hundred doll- 
ars or so much thereof as may be necessary for that pur- 
pose, be appropriated by your honorable bodies to pay 
the transportation of the standard of weights and meas- 
ures from the city of Washington to Santa Fe. 

It is not improbable that a part of that sum can be 
economized by the transportation being assumed by the 
military authorities from the railroad to Santa Fé. This 
ought to be done if possible and thereby save the people 
that expense. 

I will say in conclusion that these stan dards are very 
handsome, being of metal, and constructed in a manner 
so philosophical that they will, in a considerable degree, 
be affected by change of climate. 

I immediately proceedod to procure them, and had 
them packed up ready to be transported ; nevertheless, 
the complete set of standards weighed about 1,800 or 
2,000 pounds, and as the transportation to the end of 
the railroad would amount to about $275 00, besides the 
transportation from there here, and there being no money 
appropriated for that purpose, the standards were left at 
the cabinet where they were deposited.

REPORT. 


The Joint Committee of the Legislative Council and 
and House of Representatives, to which was reférred the 
the Joint Resolutions of the two’ housés of the Legislature — 
on the subject of frauds perpetrated at the last’ general 
election held in this Territory, for Delegate, "have had 
the subject under consideration, and” Ber to submit the 
following Report 

Two candidates contested, before the people at the last 
Delegate election in this Territory, for the seat'in Con- 
press. One of them was Charles P. Clever, Esg., . the 
other, Col. Jose Francisco Chaves. The canvass was 
spirited, in the extreme; ’ the two parties doing all ‘that 
could be done to secure success to their respective candi- 
dates. As is not unusual in puoh cases, frauds. commit- 
ted were freely charged on both:sides sand your committee 
répresenting your honorable bodies, would not now be 
called upon to make this investigation it is presumed, 
uiiless palpable grounds, apparently certain, were disco- 
vered upon which to found great fears that many frauds 
ofa very serious charavter had: been perpetrated i in the 
late election for Delegate. 

Your cortimittee have had’no time to send for persons ` 
and examine them; but it has invéstigated the case upon 
the official records in the offide ofthe Secretary of the’ 
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Territory, and have concluded, in their own minds, upop 
many points, from facts within their individual knowledge. 


On examination of the election returns themselves, if 
no other evidence existed, would satisfy your committee 
that many and serious frauds complained of:had-been com- 
mitted and of a character actually threatening the validity 
of the election as well as a representative of her people of 
this Territory i in Congress by a person haying a minority 
of the votes cast, instead of a majority. 

Your committee will therefore proceed -briefly to state 
the facts that have come under its notice, and the conclu- 
sions to which it has arrived. | l 


Your committee discover that in the County of Rio 
Arriba, there are fifteen voting precincts-—the last pre- 
cinct being No. 16. That, no returns are made from pre 
cinct No. 14, which itis understood gaye Col. J. Fran-- 
cisco Chaves some 54 majority. It was the only precinct 
in that county that gaye Col. Chaves a majority of votes 
cast for Delegate, and the poll books and ballots are 
nnderstood to have been destroyed. 


The precinct No. 16 in that county, known as Tierrg 
Amarilla, as is well known, i is as to voters, a small pre-. 
cinct. The number of yotes cast in that precinct, Sep- 
tember 1866, for members in the Legislature, yas but 
37, in all, asthe official return shows. The returns for 
the same precinct, for the election in 1867, shows a total 
of 464, as the number of yotes cast. And no inquiry 
on our part has developed the fact, that a larger number 
of people resided in said precinct in 1867, than resided. 
there in 1866, but the contrary is found to be true. Ag 
returned, it seems that C. P. Clever had, in said precinct, 
. 452 votes and J. F. Chaves but 12 votes. 

An examination of the returns from that precinct, how-. 
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ever, show this extracrdinary result; that whilst the-vote ` 
therein show 564 votes cast for’Delegate, Sheriff, Probate 
Judge, Coroner, Senator and ‘members of the Legislature 
when wè come to lodk at thé’ vote in said precinct for 
Justice of the’Peace and Constables, we'find that’ but 75 
votes were cast for the’ former, and 41 for the latter of- 
ficers. Now, when itis considered that thé candidatés: 
for all the offives wére’ printed, by each ‘of ‘thé two par- 
ties, on their respective tickets the conclusion’is irresistable 
that’ all the ‘votes returned above the 75 cast for magistra- 
tes, area fraud. Indeed, the best evidence your éommit- 
tee can‘find is that Col. Chaves received 12 votes and C. 
P.-Clevér received but 62 in said precinct, instead of 
452 as teported upon’ the returns. And not onlyso, the 
poll book itself froni“that precinet, is a swift witness” 
against the truthfulness or validity. We believe; there- 
fore that the return from Tierra’ Amarilla precinct is a: 
fraud, and the election therein, -as to’ Delegate, is invalid: 
As to Mora County: your cominittee is of “the opinion’ 
that the wholly illegal and irregular manner of transmis: 
sion of the offivial returns to the Secretary, is of itself suf 
ficient to invalidate the “vote of that entire county. The 
lawjexpressly ‘provides’ that the Probate Judgés in this’ 
Territory, withit fifteen days after “any general electién;. 
shall transinit the offiéfal returns of their respective ies 
ties to the Territorial Seéretary, by a <‘special messenger.’ i 
The object of this provision, is to prévent frauds by inter- 
vening parties—to prevent the'altération of poll books 
aud abstracts of returns. The returns of Mora county 
wére not soforwarded to the Secretary. They first went 
into the hands of the ‘Sutler at Fort’ Union, a partisan of 
Mt. Clever,—a man who is understood to have had a 
Jařge sum wagered on Mr. Clevei’s election. By ‘him they 
wêre placed‘in the hands‘ ef the’? Express ” ‘agent at* Fort- 
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Union, by him transmitted to Governor Mitchell, through ++ 
the Express Cémpany and ‘by’ thé Governor ‘handed to 
the Secretary of the Territory. This transmission of the 
returns of Mora county, ignored the law providing for the _ 
made of transmitting election retutns—and the Judge of — 
Probate so violating the law, whether ignorantly or for ` 
partizan purposes, rendered the'returns of that county a “ 
nulity, in the opinion of your committee?’ The defectin ' 
this matter scems*to be more serious, sinceit is a known 
faét, that Mora county returned # large majority’of votes 
pretended to have been cast for C. P. Clever, and the’ 
returns passed through the hands, illegally as we have 
shown, of none ‘but partizans of Mr. Clever,’ until'they * 
reached they reached the hands of the Secretaty. 

And your committee here presents the point of vecesity ` 


arising forthe transmittal ofthe election retutns - direct, 
by ‘special messagé, as provided by law; for the returns 
frém at least one of the precincts in Mora county bear all 
but conclusive evidence of having been tampered with, ° 
somewhere, between the Judges of the’Election, and be- ` 
fote reaching the Secretary of*the Territory. By whom * 
is a question not necessary for your committee to consi- ` 
der. But we have sufficient évidence, on the face of the 
return, from precinct No. 11;*(La Junta) to satisfy your. 
hetorable bodies that a larger number of votes were retur -’ 
nev’ from 4t; ‘than were cast. 

Thisin point of votes, excluding the military reserva- “ 
tidn of Fort-Union, is a small precinct.’ From two to five” 
hvindred votes-seem to have been cast there, notwithstand- ` 
ing. The evidence—and the best your committee can” 
command, shows that government wagons and teams, 
thè latter ‘driven by Government employees, were ‘used * 
during the whole day of the-election to convey voters 
frém the-milttary: post to’the-polls.~Lhe’ poll book from 


s, 
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„that precinct. is à. simple list of names—with no tally het 
to indicate any one object thereof. There is not: a name 
of any candidate professedly voted ,for.to be found ın the | 
poll list, except .what is to be found in the. certificate of 
the officers of election, and this last is upon paper.entirely 
different.from that on which the list of names is written, 
in a different hand writing, and in different ink. 

The poll book from this precinct, exhabits a marvel- 
lously additional vate, for Delegate in 1867, over that of 
ithe two years previous, in 1865. „In the latter year, the 
whole number of votes cast for Delegate was but 358; in 
1867, it amounts to.648—an increase of 290 votes, ‚when 
itis a well ascertained truth, that,there has existed no 


special causefor any material increase. 
‘This poll book exhibits a like difference between the 


number of votes cast for Delegate and that cast for the 
precinct officers, as has been shown in the case of the 
Tierra Amarilla. Whilst there are 643 votes, in all cast 
for Delegate, there are but 514 cast for magistrates, a 
difference of 129 vates, and the testimony of Mr. Walter 
L. Fosdyke, one of the Judges, had been obtained, in 
which he declares that but 543 or 544 votes were cast for 
Delegate, yet 643 are returned,—638 of which are re- 
ported for Clever and but $ for Chaves. It is not « little 
remarkable, in this connection, that Col. Chayes should 
have been reterned as having received but.) votes in this 
precinct, when the candidates for justice of the peace and 
constables, on his ticket received 68 each. | 

That some one hundred votes—or the names of some 
one hundred persons, real or ideal, were, by some person 
in the interest of Mr. Clever, appended to, and made a 
part of the poll listfor La Junta, as voters, representing . 
votes that never were cast, is, to your commitiee extirely 
obyious, and not only so, but many persons, not citizens, 
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‘are alleged to have voted,—nay, are proven to have voted 
‘from passing ‘freight wagons, as well as from the military 
post, upon the verge of the reservation of which the polls 
were opened for the convenience of those who resided . 
thereon. And many Quartermaster’s men, at the post did 
mote at the last election, who were not citizen by reasons 
of lack of proper residence and for other reasons. 

The precinct of Santa Clara, No. 12, was established 
‘by law one year ago. The first election held therein, was 
on the 8th day of April last for magistrate and consta- 
ble. There were at that election but 35 votes polled.— 
On the 2d day of September, there were reported as poll- 
ed, for Delegate 200 votes—190 for Clever and 19 for 
Chaves. So considerable a difference in the vote, in the 
short period of alittle over four months, certainly leads 


: ` to the conviction that this difference is not a legitimate 


one, for no earthly cause existed for any considerable 
increase—nor any increase of population in that precinct 
-during the interval between the April and September elec- 
‘tion. Besides there are essential evidences in the poll list 
of that precinct for the September election, showing that 
a large number of names were added to the list, as votes, 
that had no actual existence. Indeed, from inquiry of 
intelligent and truthful persons who are acquainted with 
the population of this precinct, and with the names of 
most of the residents therein, we have the assurance that 
not over 40 or 50 of the names upon this poll list of 209 
names, are genuine. And in addition to all this, we disco- 
ver a like difference between the number of votes returned 
as polled for Delegate, and that cast for justices of the 
“peace and constable, that. had been noted in the case of 
Tierra Amarilla precinct in Rio Arriba county, and of La 
Junta precinct ; sr aan number of votes polled for 


l 
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Delegate being 209, and that for justice ofthe peace and 
. constable but 67, being a difference of? 142' votes ; and as 
in the other cases, the names of the latter candidates were 
printed on the same ticket with that for delegate. 

The clear opinion of your committee therefore is, that 
had the returns from Mora county been made to the Sec- 
retary of the Territory as: provided by law,-that the votes 
returned -from the two-precincts of La Junta (No. 11) 
and Santa Clara (No. 12} should have been entirely ex 
cluded from the enumeration -of votes’ cast at the Septem- 
ber election—the frauds therein rendering the- election 


null and void. 
There are, under the law, bile twelve precincts in Mora - 


county. By either the Governor direct, or through his 
permission, voting took place in a thirteenth. precinct whick - 
was wholly illegal. Seventy-seven votes -were cast in - 
that precinct, 60 of. which. were cast for Mr. Clever, and ` 
17 for Colonel Chaves.-. Of course, no validity attached 
or attaches to -these votes, because cast in a place having 
no legal existence as a precinct. - 

The above, among-other reasons that might be named, 
compel your committee to conclude that -the whole return 
from: Mora county, for- the September election for dele- 
gate, were violated by frauds and irregularities, in the 
face of evpress legal enactment, and therefore should be 
rejected in the count of: votes for delegate. - 
` Under the laws of this.-Territory, there are but twélve 
precincts-in thé county of Socorro. By the same agency 
as that spoken of ds to the illegally established pretended 
precinct.-No. 13 in the county of Mora, two--precinets 
were. illegally established in.-this county the aggregate 
votes of.which were 223, of which Mr. Clever i is reported 
by the. official returns, to have received 168 and Col. 
Chaves: 55. -~ It- requires no. argument: to. prove, that, - 
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Wotesthus cast, in places having no legal existencé as - 
precincts, are illegal, and cannot, therefore be properly 
counted in the canvass of the votes, l 

The law gives the probate judges in this “Fertitory `nô 
authority to change the poll books; or tlie votes” returned 
iti them by the judges of election‘ in thé various precincts. 
This, howéver, the judge of přobate in Doña Ana did, 
with poll books of the election ‘in September last. As 
returned to him ‘by the judges of election, and under their 
- certificates and oath,’thé vote fer Col. -Chaves-and Mr. 
Clever stood as follows :~ 

For Colonel Chaves, 703° ; for Mr. Clever 563, show- 
ing by the {official certificates, a clear majority of 140 
votes for Col. Chaves: Notwithstanding this, the pro- 
bate judge himself a candidate, and in order to elect him- 
self, erased from the poll lists, in red ink, and without 
authority, under the pretense of throwing out illegal votes 
a number sufficient to change Col. Chaves’ majority from 
140, to a minority of 144 ‘votes. 

Both Houses of this Legislature have, in the’ most 
formal and solemn manner, ‘set its seal of condemnation 
upon this illegal transaction of the probate judge of Doiia 
_ Ana county, by admitting to their seats Col. Wm. L. 
Rynerson i in the Council, and Señor Ignacio Orrantia, to” 
his seat in “thè House òf Representitives ; ; both of whom ` 
had the action of the probate judge beëin legal, must e. 
been defeated in ‘their’ respective candidacy ` for seats in “ 
your honorable bodies, but, who were in fact: elected by 
about the same majority received by Col. Chaves over “ 
Mr. Clever in Doña Ana.: 


i Improper interference with the election and with votérs; > 
océurred in Santa’ Fé ‘county, by persons in the interest” 
of Mrr Clever.” Among: these wete’ the-Governor and. 
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United States Marshal. The former in securing the il- 
legal votes of several colored men, and by making im- 
. proper threats and by offering pecuniary advantages ; and 
the latter, by appointing deputy United States Marshals, 
all partizans of Mr. Clever, instead of having the proper 
authorities of Santa Fê county, the eustody of peace and 
good order. ' Many illegal votes were cast in this county, 
-among whom were soldiers of the army, citizens, stran- 
gers, and colored men. It is due to the latter to say, that 
they were either coerced or bribed by Gov. Mitchell, and. 
one or two other federal officials. 

Your committee are not unmindfal that the friends of 
Mr. Clever charge that a large number of Mexican per- ` 
sons {voted for Col. Chaves, who under the treaty of 
Guadalupe Hidalgo, elected to retain their Old Mexico 
citizenship ; but it is a well understood fact, susceptible of 
clear proof, that, of this class of persons who voted, as 
many voted on the one side for Mr, Clever, as for Col. 
Chaves on the other. This question is settled, by the ex- 
ample in Santa Fé county, in the contested case of the 
Sheriff. In fact, a larger number of such votes were cast 
for Mr. Clever in Santa Fe county, than for Col. Chaves. 
Neither party gained great, ifany advantage from this 
class of votes in the late Delegate election. 

Your committee, therefore, after having given a full 
and dispassioned investigation of the late election, and the 
fiauds and irregularities committed therein, can arrive at 
no other conclusion than that Col. Jose Francisco Cha- 
ves was duly elected on the 2nd day of September last, 
as Delegate to the 40th Congress over C. P.- Clever, Esq. 
the former having received a majority of the votes cast, 
and the latter a minority of those votes. And we res- 
pectfully submit the following statement of what we‘ find 
to be the true account of the votes in the respective coun- 
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ties of the Territory, for Delegate last fall. Even count- 
ing the uncontested votes returned from Mora county, for. 
Mr. Clever, which in our judgement, should, as hereto- 
- fore stated herein, been discounted from the canvass. _
